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Advisory Action 

1 . The applicants request for reconsideration has been considered, however the 
final rejection stands. The applicants have argued upon the basis of the related 
applications that have been allowed due to the article sitting on the cooling pin while the 
claims state that the article is spaced away from the first region. In those applications, 
the claims are method claims in which the step by step process is important. The 
current application is an apparatus claim. Here, the article may or may not be touching 
the cooling pin, regardless, the JP 8-103948 reference teaches the structural limitations 
of the apparatus. The fact that the article is spaced away from the pin is based more on 
the molds shaping the articles and the desire of the user for producing. Instead, the 
structure of the apparatus is taught by the reference.
